Think about the matter for a moment! What 
did you have to say about the question of who should 
be the Presidential or other candidates? D id you choose 
any of them? 

You know you did not. You know that all the 
old party candidates who are running for office were 
put up by the political machines over which the capi- 
talists of this country have absolute control.

W hat are the issues about which the Republi- 
cans and D emocrats are fighti ng? D o they mean any- 
thingtoyou? 

The main issue is whether the UnitedStatesshall 
become a member of the League of N ations. T he big 



international banking interestswanttheUni ted States 
in the League of Nations to protect their investments 
in foreign securities.Theindustrial capitalists, who are 
engaged in manufacturing and selling goods, want the 
United States to go it alone and grab all it can, be- 
cause that means bigger profits for them. That is all 
the League of N ations issue amounts to, a fight be- 
tween two groupsof capitalist interests. W hether there 
is a League of Nations or not will not improve the 
conditions under which you live and work. 

You know from your past experiencethat voting 
does not get you anything. H as the way you voted 
ever reduced the cost of living? H as it ever increased 
your wages? H as it ever improved your living or work- 
ing conditions? 

You know that the only way in which you have 
ever won anything for yourself is by fighting for it in 
the shop. You have had to strike to get it. You have 
won betterwagesand working conditionsby combin- 
ing with your fellow workers on the job, but never by 
voting. 

And what do the men you vote for do when th^ 
goneon strike to improve your conditions? You know 
what the steel workers got. The government soaked 
them. You know what the "outlaw" railroad workers 
got. The government soaked them.

It is intended only to hold you down, so that the 
capitalists can continue to make big profit for them- 
selves out of your work.

Workers, it can't be done 
The Farmer-Labor Party asks the same favor with the 
sameobjectin vieN.

The Yellow Socialists got down on their knees 
to the capitalist politicians at Albany but th^ were 
kicked out just the same. The Socialist councilmen 
were kicked out in Cleveland during the war. The only 
place the Socialists have been able to secure control of 
the capitalist government is where they have turned 
traitors to the workers and shot them down to protect 
the capitalists. They did this in Germany The same 
kind of Socialists sold out the Italian workers in the 
recent struggle in that country.
